Something very similar to the tele- 


phone was used In China 1,000 years 
ago. Natural gas conveyed in bnunboo 
tubes was utilized Iu China ngea ago. 
and one of their writers mentions 
boxes which repeated the sounds of 
people's voices that were dead, a ma- 
chine similar to Edison's phonograph. 


Ancient Egypt boasted "a nickel In 


the slot" machine, while Layard found 
iu ruins of Nineveh what Sir David 
Brewster pronounced to be "a magni- 
fying glass," and nearly 4.000 years 
ago the Egyptians and Assyrians ob- 
served the stars through a sort of 
primitive telescope. 


Thimbles have been found lu prehis- 


toric mounds with every evidence of 
having been made by machinery slui- 
ilr.r to our own. Hatpins with glass 
heads auU safety pins with a little 
coiled spring at oue end and a catch 
at the other were In use lu Pompeii

dles and thread. 


Very flue razors are made at the

perts In dyeing that Tyrian purple re- 
mains unexcelled to thib day. 
The 


Egyptians were nls.0 wonderful d.vors 
and could produce colors so durable 
that they may be called imperishable. 
They were also wonderful glass work- 
ers and could make glass malleable In 
a way which ia unknown to UH. They 
could make glass garments dyed In 
every shade of color and etched with 
rare skill. 


Electricity derives Its name from the 


Greek word for amber, electron, be- 
cause Thales. about GOO B ('.. discov- 
ered that amber, when rubbed, attracts 
light and dry bodies, und In the twelfth 
century the scientific priests of Ktniim 
drew lightning fiom the clouds with 
Iron rods.

It is called the general post- 
office aud Is presided over by the latest 
of a long line of illustrious dukes and Is 
really a very great concern Indeed. 


Well, 1 went there the other day. 1 


did not go on some extraordinary er- 
rand. I did not wish to worry the duke 
or to disconcert the otlicials with ques- 
tions as to the rules and regulations. 
As a matter of fact, I went to post a 
packet of photographs.

it is a remarkable fact that al- 


though I have lived in London for a 
good many years-I had never previous- 
ly posted anything at the general post- 
office.

Artificial LUwfe Hunlni>i». 


"The term 'cork leg' Is a mtonomer," 


said a man who used to be iu the artifi- 
cial limb business. "There never was 
any such a thing, and a leg actually 
made of cork would be as unwieldy as 
a saw-log. The up to date artilicial 
llmh is a very thin shell of weeping 
willow, covered with rawhide, and 
pome of them that come clear up to the 
hip have been built as light as three 
pounds. 


"It is a singular fact that a first class 


leg, which Is supposed to have a life 
of about five years, will be more than 
paid for iu the saving of shoes. Of 
course, the false foot wears a shoe, 
just the same as the real one, but for 
some reason that has never been fully 
explained it isn't as hard on leather. 
A flesh and blood leg will wear out 
four shoes while its mechanical mate 
is wearing out one, due perhaps to the 
footgear never being removed at night 
and the lack of elasticity in the tread. 
Th& best customer of the makers is the 
government, which pays for a new ar- 
tificial limb once every five years for 
pensioners maimed in war. The price 
fixed by law is $75, but scores of old 
soldiers simply draw the money and 
make the same leg do for as long as 15 
years at a stretch. Artificial arms are 
made very successfully nowadays, and 
a certain amount of action Is secured 
In the hand, even when the stump 
reaches only a few Inches from the 
shoulder. 
With oue of the styles, for 


example, a man can lift his hat and re- 
place It on his head with a surprisingly 
natural movement. The mechanism by 
which the false hand is made to open 
aud close is controlled by a strap, 
which reaches to the opposite shoulder. 
A slight shrug does the work, and a lit- 
tle practice renders it Imperceptible. 


"There has been a wonderful im- 


provement in limbmaklng during tin* 
last ten years, and a properly con- 
structed artificial leg cannot be detect- 
ed by the casual observer. The chief 
difficulty with the old style was its 
tendency to swing outward in an arc 
of a circle at every step. 
That has 


been entirely overcome. Some years 
ago. when I was In business at Chica- 
go, I fitted out a man who had lost 
both legs and both arms In a Dakota 
blizzard. When 1 first saw him, he was 
simply a helpless trunk, lylug on a cot 
In the hospital, and his deplorable con- 
dition had reduced him to a state of 
despair bordering on insanity. I took 
a great deal of interest In the case, 
and I flatter myself that I did a fairly 
good job. 
When I got through with 


him, he was able to get up without as- 
sistance, walk about, feed himself aud 
ilo a hundred and one little things that 
changed life from a mere blank to 
Bomething really endurable. When he 
found himself emancipated from total 
helplessness, he Improved mentally, 
and now, I dare say, he wants to live 
as long as anybody. 


"One of the greatest obstacles to suc- 


cessful limb fitting Is the carelessness 
of burgeons In performing amputations. 
An operation may be entirely success- 
ful from a surgical whindpolnt, yet 
leave a stump upon which a false leg 
can never be worn with comfort. I 
know of a number of cases in which a 
reaniputatlon has been submitted to 
for the express purpose of correcting 
such difficulties. Every medical col- 
lege course ought to Include at least 
oue lecture with practical demonstra- 
tions by a thoroughly scientific maker 
of artilicial limbs. It would be of in 
estimable value to the students in aft- 
er practice." — New Orleans Times- 
Democrat.

Keeping Sheep. 


It has always been a tolerably well 


fixed opinion with us that every farm- 
er should keep a few sheep, regardless 
of the price of wool or the state of the 
muttou market. 
The sheep is one of 


the best kinds of stock for saving 
feed on the farm that would other wise 
go to waste. No other stock will con- 
sume so large a variety of the com- 
moner products of the farm and con- 
vert them into a marketable shape 
more readily. 
No class of stock cau 


be turned out so early in the spring or 
left out so late in the fall and still do 
well. No class of. stock cau make as 
good use of those rough, broken pieces 
of land that are fouud on every farm, 
which are perfectly useless for every 
purpose unless a few sheep are kept. 
No animal is so good a weeder or will 
keep pasture lands so free from plants 
out of place as the sheep. No animal 
will do so well on pasture alone dur- 
ing the pasture season aud on light 
feeding in winter provided they be 
well sheltered from storms. No ani- 
mals enrich the fields on which they 
graze to so great an extent or so com- 
pletely give back to them all that they 
take, and no animal furnishes so relia- 
ble a source for the farm supply of 
summer meat.—"Modern Sheep," by 
V. D. Ooburn.

Dolls' Head*. 


Years ago doll heads were made of 


wood, carved out by hand, and great 
numbers of dolls were sold that were 
entirely of wood, with jointed arms 
and logs. Some dolls of this faoi t, look- 
ing quaint enough now, though they 
were once so common, are still sold, 
but the great bulk of the dolls now 
made have bodies of cloth or leather, 
with heads of china, bisque or papier 
mache. There are also dolls' heads of 
metal, these heads being made of brass 
in two parts, stamped out with dies 
and joined together. 


In the process by which these heads 


are made, many dies arc used in the 
production of a single head, the metal 
being worked to its final shape gradu- 
ally. The first die makes but a barely 
perceptible impression upon the piece 
of sheet metal from which the head is 
to be formed. The next shapes it a 
little more, and so on by pressure from 
successive dies, each a little more 
sharply defined, the head is brought 
finally to its perfect form. These heads 
are made In various si/.es and in vari- 
ous styles as to details of finish. They 
cost about the same as the best bisque 
heads, but one of the merits claimed 
for 
them 
is 
indestructibility.—New 


York Sun.

shilling six pence. 
For lodging the 


charge was to be four pence. 


The rate for hack hire was fixed at 


eight pence a mile and for the hire of a 
"single horse" live pence a mile. 


A barber's pay for shaving by the 


year, entitling a person to one shave a 
week, was to be six shillings eight 
pence. "Transient customers" were to 
pay the barber "four coppers a time."

given In greatest detail:

The Wor»lilp ot Serpent*. 


The small town of Werdn, in the 


kingdom of Dahomey, is celebrated for 
Its Temple of Serpents, a long building 
in which the priests keep upward of a 
thousand serpents of all sizes, •which 
they feed with the birds and frogs 
brought to them as offerings by the 
natives. 


These serpents, many of them of 


enormous size, may be seen hanging 
from the beams across the celling, with 
their heads pointing downward and la 
all sorts of strange contortions.

The houses naval committee 
refused to Insert in the naval appro- j 
priation bill any provision for remov- 
ing Henderson's Point, which consti- 
tutes an obstruction in the approach 
to the yard. It was held by Chalnman 
FOHB that the item should be provided 
In the river and harbor bill and the 
Bf-nate inserted It in that mc-amire. 
The house committee on rivers and 
harbors, however, <locn not tavor such 
an appropriation. It takes the ground 
that thin year's appropriation should 
be confined strictly to projects which 
ar« of benefit to commerce, and th" 
contemplated work at Portsmouth can- 
not be so classified, since it in obvious- 
ly for tho advantage 
of the 
navy. 


This position IB logical enough ai'd it 
would seem that the item should have 
gone into the naval aprpoprintion bill, 
where it properly belongs its a part of 
the means at increasing the advan- 
tages at a navy yard. If tin; bouse 
places itself on record a« against the 
dredging project at Portsmouth the 
matter will have to be settled in con- 
ference and tho adjustment of it there 
Is admittedly a doubtful proposition." 


The reference to tho absolute, neces- 


sity of "deepening the channel" show.s 
surprising misinformation on the part 
of the Register. Indeed, it Is ridiculous 
Jn view of the fact that the approach 
to the Portsmouth navy yard lias more 
•water at low tide-, even, than any other 
harbor channel on this whole coast. 
A big battleship with 
a competent 


pilot would run no risk In coming up 
past Henderson's Point now. Tho au- 
thorization of the construction of a 
great dry dock hero is conclusive evi- 
dence that the navy department and 
congress were, quite aware of this.

Does Not Admit That Boston Has First 


Claim Oa Snip Construction, 


Portamouth Yard Can Be Put In Con- 


dition For Battleship Building 


For $175,000 


Rear Admiral F. T. Bowles, chief 


constructor of the navy, has submitt- 
ted an interesting memorandum to the 
secretary with reference to building 
vessels in government yards. It is 
stated that while the bureau of con- 
struction has made a constant en- 
deavor to keep its plant in the navy 
yards in a proper state of preparation 
for building work, still as it has for 
many years past been practically the 
announced policy of congress not to 
build ships in navy yards, the charac- 
ter of the improvements initiated un- 
der the head of "public works" in 
navy yards has not been directed to- 
ward the efficiency of the yards as con- 
struction yards, but more in the di- 
rection 
of arsenals 
of stores 
and 


equipments, with facilities for docking 
and repairs. The consequence is that. 
while the machinery facilities and or- 
ganization of the construction and 
repair departments are fairly efficient 
in the important yards — New 
York. 


Norfolk and Mare Island — and while 
improvements are now in 
progress 


which will bring the Boston, League 
Island, Portsmouth, and Puget Sound 
navy yards to a state 
of efficiency, 


there are ncccjj^ary certain prepara- 
tions, in .the way of building slips. 
slip traveling cranes, railroad tracks, 
and powiw communications. which must 
be made before even the important 
yards could 
build 
a battleship 
or 


precise1, the New 
York navy 
yard 


would 1)0 In proper condition to build 
a battleship or cruiser provided a 
simultaneous appropriation is made. 
amounting to $175,000 for preparation 
of tho building slip, with overhead 
traveling crane and power communica- 
tions. At the Norfolk navy yard it is 
possible to launch a battleship or 
armored cruiser, and the yard 
is in 


proper condition 
to undertake the 


building of such vessels provided a 
simultaneous appropriation is made 
ol $225.l><i<> for the building of a new 
slip, with overhead cranes and power 
communications. 
The preceding ap- 


plies to the Mare Island navy yard. At 
the Boston navy yard the improve- 
ments now proceeding In the plant at 
that yard will bring it into proper con- 
dition to undertake the building of a 
battleship or cruiser within about two 
years. The delay at this yard is due 
to the great delay in the construction 
of buildings already for some 
time 


authorized. The League Island navy 
yard possesses Jie best natural ad- 
vantages for the construction of ves- 
sels of all the government yards, but 
the condition 
of the 
plant, 
owing 


chiefly to the delay in the construction 
of buildings, Is not such as to render 
its condition proper tor new construc- 
tion at present. 
An expenditure of 


$175,000 at Portsmouth, N. H., would 
put that ship yard 
in condition for 


ship construction. — Army and Navy 
ucgister.

Ing of names, trademarks and. other d<> 
signs upon hat tips and sweat leathers 
In hats, and.-upon the labels used on 
hat boxes, Is a business by itself. The 
hat tip, or crown lining of a hat, is 
sometimes made of paper, oflenest of 
satin. Iii a silk hat and in some stiff 
hats the tip covers the entire interior 
of the crown above the sweat leather; 
In straw hats the tip Is very often 
composed of a broad strip of satin 
upon a lace crown lining. Many stiff 
hats and most soft hats are now fin- 
ished without tips, in which case the 
trademark or nunio is printed on the 
sweat leather.

As dies 
ind plates wear out they are simply 
•eplaccd, the d»'i=ign continuing tho 
same. 


On the other'hand, every year, for 


one reason andianother, maiiT designs 
?o out of use, :eml linally the dies ami 
>latos are destroyed; but eveu'y year 
tliere are produced for imllvidi&il deal- 
ers and for general trade purposes 
.lloiisumls of'Hew designs, so Uiat the 
number of dies and plates on hand at 
;he printer's is always great. These 
dqslgiis, aside iwim those made- for In- 
dividual hatter-s inclmle n very great 
variety of sublets. Thus there; might 
L>e seen printetl on hat tips ships and 
locomotives asid horses and 
anvils 


and many oilier things: and any name 
or object of public interest at the mo- 
ment is likely to be reproduced inside 
of hats. 


Almost every/hat worn bears within 


it printing in 'some form. If the hat 
lias no tip it appears on tlw sweat leath- 
er, and it inai also be In such a hat 
upon what is called a sticker, this be- 
ing a piece of paper, cloth or leather, 
ill outline, of the exact shape and size 
of the die, upon which are prtnteil the 
dealer's trademark 
and 
name, the 


sticker being po-sted in the center of 
the crown of the hat. 


The retail hat dealer, wherever tie 


may be, if he desires a distinctive 
trademark or name design to appear In 
the hats ho sells, semis to some big 
hatters' printing establishment for a 
design; he sends, perhaps, a suggest ion 
of his own, or it may be'that he relies 
upon the designer of tlte printing es- 
tablishment. One or more designs are 
made and submitted to him for ap- 
proval. According as may be required, 
such designs might embody hi some ar- 
tistic form simply the name and ad- 
dress; often such dies or plates are 
made in designs appropriate! to the re- 
gion, state or locality. 
Such dies ami 


plates are made in almost eaidless'va- 
riety. The plate wouttl remain at the 
printer's, and when the retailer ordered 
hats of the jobber with whom he dealt 
the jobber would haw the tips and 
sweat leathers with which the lints 
thus ordered were finished 
printed 


from the customer's'own dies. 


Tips are printed in gold leaf, in silver 


leaf and in aluminium leaf and in Ink 
in various colors; sometimes they are 
printed in combinations of colors. Most 
commonly, however, they arc printed 
in a single metal or color. All sweat 
leathers are printed in one or another 
of the metals, 


Box labels for hat boxes nro made 


both plain and embossed in a very 
great variety of styles, and these are 
printed in variety as to color. A hat 
dealer might have his own design com- 
plete for box label as well as for hat 
tip; or he may select one from among 
.many box labels that nre made with a 
blank, space to receive a die and havo 
Lis own die Inserted in the label. 


Many hat tips printeu from dies en- 


graved here nro oxported'to Canada for 
use In bats that are finished there; and 
there arc also made here suitable dies 
from which are printed hat tips for| 
hats exported to South America.—New 
York Sun.

mon trough of planks on a slight in- 
cline, through which the water is to 
run. 
The trough is usually about 


twelve or fourteen inches wide. 
It 


empties into a sluice box, which is 
generally about two feet in width and 
dropped down a low inches below the 
last length of the trough. Across the 
bottom of this first box are placed 
many little slats. As the water brings 
the dirt down and flows over them 
the sand is moving so rapidly that it 
passes over the tops of the slats: but 
the largest particles of gold, because 
of their greater weight, sink to the 
bottom of the box between the slats, 
where they are retained. 


"The How of the sand and water 


then passes into a second box, on 
the bottom of which has been placed 
a board that is perforated with small 
round holes, and these catch the par- 
ticles of gold which escape from the 
first box. 
Generally there is a third 


box,
